Whatever may be the faults of Hie national political conven-', 


tion, as it is constituted, organi/.ed and operated at present, they 
are not going to be corrected liy emotional process, says the 
Christian Science Monitor. !\'o off-hand .revolutionary scheme 
for the overthrow of the delegate system now in vogue, it is safe 
to say, will be accepted by' either of the two great parties. 
The best that may be expected as a result of the agitation for 
(Convention reform is that the abuses that have crept into the 
system during recent years, rather than the system itself, shall 
•be eliminated. • For these abuses the public is fully as blamable 


t as the parlies. 
The confusion, turmoil, disorder, the con- 


ditions that are most severely criticized, originate as a rule, 


-among the spectators, not among the delegates. Yet any pro- 


posal looking to the exclusion of the public from these assem- 
blies would be hailed with a storm of protests. 


^Representative Norris of Nebraska, who has a plan intended 


tcTreduice the number of, delegates and otherwise to change the 
composition and procedure of national conventions, is quoted as 
saying that the conventions in recent years resemble howling 
mobs rather than deliberative bodies, but he says so evidently in 
forgetfulness of the fact that tins is due to popular insistence 
upon the right to lak,e part in, every stage of the nomination and 
election of a chief magistrate. On the one hand, there is a de- 
mand that the people shall be heard; on the other, there is u 
demand that the people shall be quiet;.on one side more direct 
contact with the people is claimed to be essential lo the per- 
petuity of American institutions; on the other side, when the 
people take an active, earnest and. intense interest in polilicf.l 
affairs they are described as a mob.
